Schrêder's warnings

It is not that they must give up their 
Opposition role nnd no one would suggest 
that the opponents in Bonn should 
become ono shapoloss whole.

Would Rainer Barze! boldly 
declare that ratification of the Moscow 
and Warsaw treaties was still not possible 
because no progress had been made in the 
relationships between the two Ger- 
manles? 

A large section of the CDU/CSU views 
tts prejudiced attitude against Ostpolitik 
as confirmed by the objective difficulties 
involved in it. 

The CDU party political ‘conference 
passed a programme which ' scarcely 
matches up to tlie Grand Coalition's East 
Bloc policy. One strong faction that could 
only just be checked in time was the 
group that said “Soviet Zone of Occupa- 
tlon” instead of “German Democratic 
Republic" and regards East Bloc policies 
as meaning mainly the passing of moral 
Judgmonts on the communist system in 
gonoral and the East Berlin regime in 
particular, as well as regarding the Bonn 
government as playing the role of the 
useful idiot that gives its seal of approval 
to the Communists, 

“Where these ideas ate rife practical 
politics become impossible and de 
generate 10 a cleclamation, lo an atlack 
on communist hegemonies and .nddrosses 
to “subjugated peoples" assuring then 
that wo are thelr allies. . 

This fruitloas declamation of freedom 
which servos nO purpose but to bolstor 


of excessively far-reaching willingness to 
grant material concessions and excessively 
far-reaching provocation.” But how else is 
tension to be relaxed than through 
material concessions coupled with firme 
ness in principle? 1 

When the Cold War was at its coldest 
“social democracy" was a minor problem 
for the GDR, but in the course of the 
process of detente it has become a matter 
of Jlfe and death, But is it wrong to relax 
tension simply because the road to 
detente is strewn with difficulties and 
dangers? 

Weizsticker is certainly not calling for a 
return to the deceptive angry peace of the 
Cold War.

Parkinson's disease can be recognised 
by increased muscular tension, @X PIES“ 
sionless features, stiff, slow movements, a

Fortunately medicine has some answers 
to the disease, especially its initial stages: 
Drugs and exercise therapy alleviate ‘pain
